Systematics and Descriptions of the Important Wild Rose Species and Hybrids. 
20. Arrangement of Rose Classes. 21. Rose Catalogue. List of rose cultivars 
includes "old roses,'' such as 'Aime Vibert' (1828), plus those of recent origin 
currently available in the trade. Symbols indicate the German rosarium where 
each rose cultivar occurs. The index at the end of the book is subdivided into — 
general, rose list, geographical names, and personal names. 


The book is dedicated to Wilhelm Kordes, the doyen of German rosarians. 
The Paul Parey Press has produced a sumptuous tome, appealing in style and 
format, with the care we have come to associate with this press, which inciden- 
tally, has published several other titles by Mr. Kriissmann. The book is profusely 
illustrated with line drawings, plus black and white photographs, and nine color 
plates. In size, the book is not exactly a pocket edition to be carried from rose 
garden to rose garden, but this is what one would expect from a book that will no 
doubt become a vade mecum forall rosarians, regardless of language. An English 
translation, if it were available, probably would have a fairly wide appeal here 
and in other English speaking countries.
